ADMISSION OF DOGS AND PETS: 


Dogs and other animals and birds brought 
in solely for hunting purposes, or as pets may 
be entered as part of tourists’ outfit, without 

- deposit. Birds of the perry family are subject 
to special health certificates. When stopping at munici- 

alities en route which may have by-laws concerning the 

eeping of dogs on leash, the tourist should comply with 
such restrictions. 


NOTICE TO SPORTSMEN: 

Hunting and Fishing Permits: The admission through 
Customs of rifles, guns and fishing tackle does not give 
right to hunt or fish, and sportsmen should acquaint them- 
selves with the regulations regarding hunting and fishing 
licences and the pag hf | of firearms and fishing tackle in 
the Province they intend to visit. 


CANADIAN CUSTOMS: 


Such wearing apparel, toilet articles and personal effects 
as actually accompany and are in the use of the tourist 
and as are necessary and appro riate for the immediate 

urpose and convenience of the journey, may be admitted 
nto Canada duty free. This does not apply, however, to 
merchandise or articles intended for other persons or for 
sale. Fifty cigars, two hundred iy de and two pounds 
of manufactured tobacco may be brought in free of dut 
by a non-resident traveller. One quart of alcohol per eac 
adult person may be admitted free; likewise six rolls of 
photographic film. 


Few Border Formalities. Canada welcomes the tourist 
with the minimum of border regulations and delay. The 
necessary formalities at the border ordinarily take but a 
few minutes, Bona fide tourists will experience no trouble 
and will receive every courtesy from the various officials. 
quer simply report to the Canadian Immigration and 
Customs officers at the port of entry (normally they will 
be approached and interviewed by those officers), answer 
the necessary questions, and obtain the requisite permit 
for admission of car and outfit. A tourist may leave 
Canada either by port of entry or by any other port. 


A point to be remembered by motorists from the United 
States. when paereere gasoline or oil, is that the Im- 

rial measure is used in Canada, and that this measure 
$s one-fifth larger than the corresponding United States 
measures. Thus five gallons, Canadian measure, are equal 
to six gallons United States measure, and therefore fewer 
gallons are required to fill the gas tank. 


SHORT SUMMARY OF CUSTOMS REQUIREMENTS 
FOR RESIDENTS OF THE UNITED STATES 
RETURNING THERETO 


Entry free of duty from Canada may be allowed on $200 
worth of articles if absence from the United States is not 
less than 48 hours and the $200 privilege has not been 
used during the previous 30 days. 


AN ADDITIONAL $300 worth of articles may be allowed 
free of duty if absence from the United States is longer 
than 12 days and the $300 privilege has not been used 
during the previous 6 months. 


A person may be entitled to both pervious totaling 
$500. To learn the exact details of the free privileges 
consult a U.S. customs officer.

Across the Square 
stands the largest of- 
fice building in the 
British Common- 
wealth, the head of- 
fice of the “Sun ‘Life 
of Canada.” Facing 
it, on Dorchester St., 
you'll see St. James’ 
Cathedral (recently 
re-named “The Ba- 
silica of Mary, Queen 
of the World”). This 
magnificent Roman 
Catholic church re- 
produces on a small 
scale the salient fea- 
tures of St. Peter’s in 
Rome. Victor Bour- 
geau, the architect, 
travelled to Rome to 
study the architec- 
ture of St. Peter’s. 
St. James’ is built in 
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the form of a cross, 830 ft. long, 222 ft. wide. A 
striking feature of the facade of the cathedral is the 
thirteen bronze statues over the portico, representing 
the patron saints of each of the parishes of the Island 
of Montreal. The huge dome, 70 ft, in diameter, is 
most outstanding and is an exact copy of the original 
in Rome. Further along Dorchester Blvd. you see the 
Queen Elizabeth Hotel, and in front Place Ville Marie. 
Currently under construction, the Place Ville Marie 
will soon become a striking business, commercial and 
entertainment centre. 

Proceeding down Windsor Street to Notre Dame 
Street, we turn east until historic Place d’Armes is 
reached. This square is the heart of Montreal’s 
financial district. In the centre of the square stands 
the magnificent monument of Sieur de Maisonneuve, 
who founded Montreal in 1642. This impressive 
piece of sculpture is the work of the late Louis 
Hebert. 

Facing the square, at the south side, stands the 
Church of Notre-Dame, one of the world’s greatest 
religious edifices. The seating capacity is 12,000 but 


15,000 can be comfortably accommodated when tem- 
porary seating is installed. 


The twin towers, which rear themselves so nobly to 
the sky, are 227 feet in height, containing a peal of 
eleven bells, among which is the “Gros Bourdon,”

which, with the exception of the famous bell of Mos- 
cow, is the heaviest bell in the world. It weighs 24,780 
pounds and its sonorous boom can be heard miles 
away. 


The length of the nave of the church is 270’, ap- 
proximately 80’ in height, and 69’ in width. No tour 
of the city is complete without a visit to Notre Dame. 

On the north side of the Square is the Bank of 
Montreal, the oldest in Canada, founded in 1817. It 
presents an impressive appearance with its stately 
Corinthian pillars, and is a Montreal landmark. 


Leaving the Square, we wend our way east along 
Notre Dame Street. Two blocks brings us to the 
Montreal Court House, a massive structure, 


On the east side of the Court House we see the 
City Hall 

In tront of the City Hall, on the river slope of the 
ridge, is Jacques Cartier Square, surrounded by 
buildings, none of which is less than 100 years old. 
In fact, this district is the oldest in Montreal. Note 
Nelson's Monument, erected by public subscription in 
1809. The Square is now used as a market. 

Near the market is, historically, one of the most at- 
tractive of Montreal churches, Notre Dame de Bonse- 
cours, started as a wooden chapel in 1657. Note the 
statue of the Virgin on the rear peak of the roof, said 


to have miraculous powers for the aid of sailors. 
Close by is the famous Chateau de Ramezay, prob- 


ably the most interesting building in Montreal from 
an historical point of view. This building*is now used 
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as a museum and contains many relics of early days 
in Canada, Tablets on the walls read “Chateau de 
Ramezay — built about 1705 by Claude de Ramezay, 
Governor of Montreal, 1703 — Headquarters of the 
American Army, 1775; of the Special Council 1937.” 
“In 1775, this chateau was the headquarters of the 
American Brigadier-General Wooster, and here in 
1776, under General Benedict Arnold, the Commis- 
sioners of Congress, Benjamin Franklin, Samuel Chase 
and Charles Carroll, of Carolton, held council.” 

In the same chateau, Benjamin Franklin first print- 
ed “The Gazette,” still published in Montreal as a 
daily paper. 

In the council room, the famous Rebellion Losses 
Bill was signed by Lord Elgin. This piece of legis- 
lation was so obnoxious to the people that they pelted 
His Lordship with ancient eggs and stones. 

We next turn westward along Craig Street to the 
Champ de Mars (Field of Mars), where the British 
troops stationed in the city used to parade. It is still 
used as a parade ground by local regiments. Con- 
tinuing on, we strike Victoria Square — in the centre 
a magnificent bronze statue of Queen Victoria, by the 
English sculptor Marshall Wood.

One block east, at the corner of Alexander Street, 
is St. Patrick’s Church, another beautiful example of 
Gothic architecture. The interior of this Roman 
Catholic temple is very impressive with its stations of 
the cross by Patriglia, the famous Roman artist. 


Continuing up Beaver Hall Hill to Dorchester 
Street, and passing the Engineers Club, through 
Phillips Square to St. Catherine Street, we see on the 
Square tlie beautiful King Edward VII Monument, 
another of Louis Philippe Hebert’s masterpieces. It 
was unveiled in September 1914. 

Facing this square is one of the largest and oldest 
Department Stores in Montreal — Henry Morgan & 
Co. Ltd. 

We see, at the corner of Union Avenue, Christ 
Church Cathedral, Anglican, erected in 1859, a truly 
magnificent specimen of early Gothic architecture. 
The stone spire is 211 feet high. This church is built 
of grey limestone with facings of yellow Caen sand- 
stone and carved in gargoyles, gorbels and pinnacles. 
Visitors with a keen appreciation of the ultimate in 
architectural beauty will find this church a veritable 
delight. 

Proceeding north on Union Street and turning west 
on Sherbrooke Street one passes McGill University, 
one of the most important seats of learning in Canada. 

McGill University was founded in 1813 by the 
Honorable James McGill, with the modest endowment 
of £30,000 and a total of 65 students. In 1821 a royal 
charter was obtained, and since that time the Univer- 
sity has made steady progress. At the present time, 
there are over 8;700 students in attendance, not 
including extension courses. 
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The location of the college is ideal. The group 
of stately buildings flanking the spacious cam- 
pus gives an impression of dignified learning. 


Donations amounting to millions, notably the 
numerous gifts of the late Sir William Mac- 
Donald, have developed McGill into one of the 
finest educational institutions on the Continent. 


The principal Faculties are those of medicine, 
law, applied science, arts and commerce, 


Leaving McGill, we proceed west on Sher- 
brooke Street. At the corner of Stanley Street, 
we see the Mount Royal Club, well-known 
mens club. One block west stands the Ritz 
Carlton Hotel, at the corner of Drummond 
Street, possessing all the notable features 
characteristic of the hotels belonging to the 
Ritz-Carlton system, 


Three blocks west on Sherbrooke Street, at 
the corner of Ontario Avenue, we reach the 
Museum of Fine Arts. This imposing structure, 
the interior of which is built of Vermont mar- 
ble, represents Greek Ionic architecture. Four 
beautiful Ionic colums support the portico. The 
interior of the gallery is in excellent taste, the 
entrance hall, lined with Bottichino marble, 
being particularly impressive.

If time permits, we should continue west for 
a short distance, turning north on Cote des 
Neiges Rd., passing the new Montreal General 
Hospital, soon reaching the new Mountain 
Blvd., which crosses Mount Royal. A short stop 
gives us a chance to view Montreal from the 
Lookout atop the mountain — a panorama 
never to be forgotten. Continuing along the 
Boulevard, we turn south down Park Ave., by 
Fletchers Field, to Pine Ave., proceeding west- 
ward, passing the Molson Stadium, Montreal 
Neurological Institute, the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, the Allan Memorial Hospital, and other 
buildings of McGill University. 


Turning south on Windsor, we are soon back 
at our starting point. Such a tour of the city 
will, without doubt, make a lasting impression 
on our minds and will inspire the question, 
“How soon can we visit Montreal again?” 
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There is an indefinable something known as “atmos- 
phere” that sets one city apart from most others. You'll 
find it in New Orleans and you'll find it in San 
Francisco and, if the mood is right, you'll find it in 
New York. 


But it is in bilingual Montreal that you'll find that 
intangible quality in abundance. Here, where most 
of the native-born switch from the French to the 
English tongue without losing a syllable, is a culture 
born of the glory of Old France and the traditions of 
Mother England. 


And down through the centuries the melange has 
mellowed until today it is reflected in the atmosphere 
of the city.

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ST. JOSEPH’S ORATORY — Montreal 


In 1870, the year Saint Joseph was proclaimed patron 
saint of the entire church, Alfred Bessette was admitted 
to the Congregation of the Holy Cross, to become known 
as Brother André. Of humble origin, he assumed at Céte 
des Neiges College the lowly duties of doorkeeper and 
messenger, dishwasher and barber. 


Devotion to St, Joseph guided Brother André through- 
out his early life. His piety and good works led many to 
seek his counsel. In 1904, he obtained authority to erect a 
small chapel on the flank of historic Mount Royal, oppo- 
site the College. There, “the Miracle Man” administered 
to the spiritual and physical sufferings of a multitude of 
pilgrims. 

Gratitude of the host of afflicted who obtained favours 
and solace opened the way for construction of the magni- 
ficent Oratory, still unfinished, which today overshadows 
the tiny chapel first dedicated to St. Joseph. That Oratory 
stands as both tomb to the saintly Brother André and 
monument worthy of his purpose — the glory of Saint 
Joseph, first patron saint of Canada since March 19, 1624. 


THE SHRINE OF STE. ANNE DE BEAUPRE 


This famous shrine, renowned throughout the civilized 
world for its marvellous miracles, is said to have been 
founded in the 16th century by Breton sailors who were 
surprised in a terrific tempest in the middle of the St. 
Lawrence river. Despairing of human aid, they vowed to 
build a shrine in honor of their patron saint, Ste. Anne 
d'Auray, if she came to their rescue. 

Their prayers were answered, and ny landed safely, 
building a little chapel and founelng the place now known 
as Ste. Anne de Beaupré, which is visited annually by 
over 150,000 pilgrims, 

A second wooden chapel was built in 1661, The first 
stone church was erected in 1676 and served for 200 years, 
Stones and furnishings from that church went into a com- 
memorative chapel built on the site and still standing. 

The first basilica was constructed in 1876; it burned in 
1922. Saved were the miraculous statue of Ste. Anne and 
the priceless relics; together with a multitude of other 
treasures now at the Beaupré shrine, known the world 
over. 

Among the famous relics at the shrine, are portions of 
the remains of Ste, Anne, 

The miraculous cures date from 1867, and each suc- 
ceeding year adds its quota of happy pilgrims whose faith 
is rewarded by a practical manifestation of the wonder- 
working powers of the Almighty. Since the first pil- 
grimage to Beaupré in 1658 more than 23,000,000 persons 
have made their way to the shrine. 


SHRINE OF OUR LADY OF THE HOLY ROSARY 
Cap-de-la-Madeleine 


A wooden chapel was built in 1659; and the Confra- 
ternity of the Holy Rosary established here in 1694. In 
1714, a stone chapel was projected and first used in 1720. 
Today, that chapel is the Shrine of Our Lady of the Cape, 
Queen of the Most Holy Rosary. It is the oldest building 
of its kind in Canada. 


OUR LADY OF LOURDES 
Rigaud, Quebec — On the highway to Ottawa 


Set in a grotto, high on the side of a mountain, is the 
Shrine of Our Lady of Lourdes, since 1874 a centre for 
pilgrims eager for favours and intercession. On the sum-~ 
mit of the rock is a small Oratory dedicated to the Virgin; 
while at the foot of the steep slope, is a large glade where 
pilgrims gather for divine service. 

Appearance of the Virgin _at Lourdes, in France, in- 
spired a brother of Bourget College, at ir aes to place a 
small statue of Our Lady on a rock shelf. That was in 
1874. The little shrine attracted pilgrims, first from the 
locality and then from such wide and expanding areas that 
in 1886 the present Grotto was dedicated and the statue of 
the Virgin placed high on the side of the mountain.

THE SACRED HEART — Sillery, P.Q. 


Sacred Heart Sanctuary, at Sillery. The late Cardinal 
Bégin made this shrine the National Centre for Canada 
for the archconfraternity of prayer and penitence of Mont- 
martre. The guardians are Assumptionist Fathers. 


BEAUVOIR — Sherbrooke, P.Q. 


Beauvoir is situated some four miles north of Sher- 
brooke, and is perched atop a 550-foot hill. It is easily 
accessible by automobile, Assumptionist Fathers are the 
guardians of the New Tabor, which looks out over vast 
horizons. and they devote themselves to honoring the 
Sacred Heart. 


VEN, KATERI TEKAKWITHA 
Caughnawaga (Near Montreal) 


The relics of Venerable Kateri Tekakwitha, confided to 
the care of the Jesuit Fathers, are conserved at the Mis- 
ag poe St. Francis Xavier, her mission, founded by them 
n f 

The present church, erected in 1845, contains many 
interesting souvenirs, among them the sanctuary lamp, a 
gift of Louis XIV. Each Sunday at 10.30 a.m., the Indian 
Mixed Choir sings High Mass in Iroquois. 

The rectory, built in 1719 on the blueprints of Chaus- 
segros de Léry, and the Fort of Saint Louis, erected six 
years later by the second Vaudreuil, help to make this 
place one of the spots the most steeped in the history of 
New France in or around Montreal, 


NOTRE-DAME-DES-VICTOIRES — Quebec 


Started in 1688, the church was dedicated to the Virgin 
by the French colony, grateful for victory over the British 
in 1690, The church was baptized “Our Lady of Victory.” 
In 1711, when a second British attack was thwarted, the 
name was changed to “Our Lady of Victories.” The gra- 
cious little church is a gem among Québec's prized relics. 

The altar is set in a wall of rare, carved wood. Deco- 
rating the altar are gold forts and banners, recalling the 
chureh’s history. Fine paintings and unique memorials 
line the walls.

Founded in 1634, Trois Rivieres was incorporated as 
a City in 1857. It is situated on the St. Lawrence River, 
half-way between Quebec and Montreal and is linked 
up with all the railways on the continent by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, and the Canadian National Rail- 
ways. It possesses a magnificent harbour with two miles 
of concrete wharves, while it has 50 feet of water. It is 
a large entry port and handles a large amount of 
shipping annually, 


PORT OF TROIS RIVIERES 


Its hotels include the Chateau de Blois, St. Louis, 
Canada, and many others. Trois Rivieres is also an 
Episcopal See, while there are convents, classical and 
commercial colleges, a technical school, seven banks 
and three newspapers. 


It is the centre of paper production, shoe manufac- 
turing plants, coffins, gloves, biscuits, and confectionery. 
It is the exportation centre for the agricultural produce 
of more than 500,000 people. 


The population of Trois Rivieres is 90,000. 


ST. MAURICE VALLEY 


The industrious city of Trois-Riviéres, at the mouth 
of St. Maurice River before it mixes with the St. Law- 
rence, is the logical nervecentre of the St. Maurice 
Valley (in French La Mauricie). The city is 83 miles 
from Montreal, and is one of the historical spots of the 
province, having been founded by Sieur de Laviolette 
in 1634, eight years before Montréal (Ville-Marie). 


The St. Maurice River along which wends the Voya- 
geur’s Trail, with its swift waters and numerous falls, 
is a source of hydro-electric power, that has allowed the 
birth and growth of industrial centres like Shawinigan 
Falls, Grand’'Mére and La Tuque, all located in the St. 
Maurice Valley. The scene along the banks of the river 


is exquisite and appeals to the tourist looking for some- 
thing off the beaten track. 


The trip from Trois-Riviéres to the outposts of St. 
Maurice Valley is 114.5 miles long in a typically French 
Canadian country. Cap de la Madeleine, famed for its 
shrine, St. Louis de France and Almaville are passed 
and then the voyageur reaches Shawinigan Falls, which 
owes its rather recent founding to industrial hydro- 
electric development. Grand’Mére is well known both 
as a resort and an industrial centre and owes its name 
to a huge rock shaped like the head of an old woman. 
Then comes Les Piles, St. Roch de Mékinac and La 
Tuque, the starting points to hunting and fishing trips.

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QUEBEC CITY — 352 YEARS OLD! 


Points of interest to the tourist in Quebec are so 
many and varied that it is futile to outline a set itin- 
erary. Wherever one turns, one meets with something 
around which hovers an old world atmosphere — an 
echo of the past. 


From the docks, we drive through Lower Town in a 
picturesque two-wheeled “Caleche” or a modern taxicab 
along Little Champlain Street, the narrowest thorough- 
fare in the world — up the steep ascent of Mountain 
Hill — past the Post Office where once stood the old 
Chien d’Or building, the genesis of Kirby’s novel — the 
terrace in front of the Chateau Frontenae Hotel, where 
Quebec Society is wont to promenade — at the end of 
the terrace, the climb to the Citadel — a walk along the 
ramparts — Grande Allée with its exclusive residences, 
along Grande Allée to the Plains of Abraham, where 
dauntless Wolfe heard a trooper exclaim: 


“They run, they run.” “Who runs?” 


sir.” “Thank God!” 


We retrace our steps back along Grande Allée view- 
ing the Church of the Franciscans, passing the Houses 
of Parliament through St. Louis Gate, with its German 
turrets — along St. Louis St., on which stands the oldest 
house in Quebec, headquarters of Montcalm, that intre- 
pid military leader. Past the Chateau Frontenac again, 
along Buade Street, we come to the Basilica, which was 
rebuilt in 1925 after being destroyed by fire in December 


“The enemy, 


1922. Relentless flames consumed in a few hours price- 
less treasures and works of art. First begun in 1647 by 
Bishop, the Basilica was consecrated in 1666, 


From the Basilica we might pass on to the Seminary 
through the iron gates of Laval University — along the 
narrow passage to the doors of the Seminary Chapel, 
over a hundred years old, once a prison where the 
American officers, taken prisoners of war in the attack 
by Montgomery and Arnold, were incarcerated. 


Back again to the Cathedral Square, and at its upper 
end we pass in front of the English Cathedral, a sub- 
stantial building of sombre appearance standing within 
a shady enclosure. 


Going along St. Ursule Street, we again reach St. 
Louis St., coming to the entrance of the chapel at the 
end of Parloir Street — the Ursuline Convent with its 
spacious grounds. In the chapel, we see a votive lamp 
lighted a hundred and fifty years ago by two French 
officers on the occasion of their sisters becoming nuns, 
and kept burning ever since — two paintings sent from 
France at the time of the revolution, a Vandyke and a 
Champagna. In the convent gardens, the grave of Mont- 
calm, dug for him by a bursting English shell. His skull, 
carefully preserved, rests in the chapel proper. 


And thus on to the seemingly never ending points of 
interest which remind us of the past.

While in and near Quebec Visit 


Drive around the Isle of Orleans— 
and see four of the oldest. churches, 
numerous seignorial mills and the 
finest collection of old French stone 
farm houses. 60 miles, 


On the way to Ste. Anne de Beau- 
pré — stop for a few moments at 
Montmorency Falls. It is 274 feet in 
height, or a hundred feet higher 
than Niagara, Near the falls stands 
the Old Kent House — once the resi- 
dence of Queen Victoria. It is just 
6 miles from the city, 


The old Jesuit House in Sillery — 
the oldest house in Canada. Built in 
1637, it is now a museum. 


Dufferin Terrace, which is one of 
the world’s longest boardwalks, has 
an excellent view of the St. Law- 
rence and surrounding area. 


The 220 acres of the Plains of 
Abraham, where the famous battle 
between Wolfe and Montcalm took 
place. The battle ended with a vic- 
tory for England, although both 
leaders were killed, 


Stop at Christorama and copper 
shop — 6 miles before Ste. Anne de 
Beaupré, and at the shrine visit the 
Cyclorama de Jerusalem and be im- 
pressed by these two unusual places. 


The museum of Laval University 
should be visited because of its his- 
torical collections. 


The Provincial Museum on the 
Battlefields contains specimens from 
the Quebec flora and fauna. Old 
paintings, archives and antiques, — 
Free. 


The Historical Wax Museym con- 
tains life-size wax statues illustrating 
scenes of Canadian history. 


The Chapel of our Lady of Vic- 
tories, which has such treasures as 
paintings by Rubens and Van Dyck, 
The church dates back to 1688 and 
is certainly worth a visit. 


Cape Diamond, which is over 360 
feet high, makes it and the ancient 
walls of Quebec City a virtual Rock 
of Gibraltar. Five battles were 
fought here. 
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Giant section of territory that is 
almost an island, southeast of Qué- 
bec, Gaspé dominates both the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and the river of 
the same name through its massive 
mountains, tip of the Appalachian 
chain, which bear the name of Shick- 
shocks (from the Micmac words: 
steep rocks) and which attain an 
averaue height of 3,300 feet. About 
165 miles in length and 87 miles in 
width, at its widest point, the Penin- 
sula has an area of about 9,000 
square miles, In this region, which 
is bigger than Massachusetts, fertile 
soil, immense forests and world- 
famed fishing are the mainstay for 
a population of 130,000, 


The climate is salubrious; thou- 
sands of hay fever sufferers find re- 
lief during their visit to the Gaspé, 
whose high plateaux poate their 
own flora, called interglacial. 


Land beyond comparison, with 
beauty ranging from the grandiose to 
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the picturesque. Gaspé, at the start 
of its four centuries of history, was 
where the cross that opened North 
America to Christian civilization was 
planted. 


Its people, deeply attached to their 
religion, preserve those ancient tra- 
ditions which are not the least of 
Gaspé’s many attractions. 


Visitors to the Province of Québec 
will be missing one of the most 
scenic tours available if they fail to 
traverse the province’s fine high- 
ways around the Gaspé. 


A trip around the Gaspé is a 
never - to - be - forgotten experience. 
Large sums of money have been 
spent by the Provincial Government 
in recent years to improve this high- 
way in order to better accommodate 
the ever-increasing number of tour- 
ists. Scenic thrills galore, and com- 
fortable riding are assured Gaspé 
visitors.
